PiebieeM Tket Cenfrenletf tlie 
Teeaeury of the Confederaey. 
During the War. 

BoatOD.— Omtedente money is etill 
a CaTortte ■eiium of the confidence 
man in his dealings with the raw im- 
migrant, though it is hardly a cur- 
rency to deceive any man acquainted 
with the country's history or even 
with the ne g o ti able paper money of to- 
day. It is not surprising that confed- 
erate money is so plentiful after a 
half a century as to make it more 
valuable to the. confidence man than 
to tlM coOeetor #hen one realizes the 
immeaae amonnt tnmed oat by the 
industrlons presBes of the Confed- 
eracy, 

The Confederate treasury kept on 
printing paper money almost up to the 
fall of Richmond. A note dated Rich- 
mond, P^braary 17, ItM, dedanes 
upon Its face: "The Confederate 
States of America will pay $10 to bear- 
er two yeare after the ratification of 
a treaty of peace between the Confed- 
erate States and the United States of 
America." When the Confederate 
i tveasnry began bntlness there was a 
clear enough perception among the 
public men of the Confederacy that 
cheap money would be one of their 
I government's perils. They had been 
btoaght VP' in tbe old' democratic 
{ monetary theory of a currency com- 
' posed of gold and silver at a fixed 
ratio intende<l to correspond with 
their relative bullion value, and paper 
money based upon such currency. 

Almost exactly fifty years ago the ie- 
; sue of $1,000,000 In Interest-bearing 
notes was authorized. This was the 
; earliest Confederate paper money is- 
i sued. By July of that year the treas- 
I ury had exceeded the authorized 
' amount, and the latoe of double the 
j original Issue was then sanctioned by 
law. The smallest denomination of 
these early issues was |30, for the 
treasury hoped that means might be 
found for using silver and gold in 
minor transactions. Before the end of 
the year the anthorlaed issue had 
again been exceeded, and in spite of 
oft renewed good resolutions the Con- 
federacy by July, 1863, had 11,000,000,-

[here and sit as the Judge of the new 
I district. 

j Judge Marshall holds thst the act 
I creating the new district is constitu- 
tional, but decides that Judge Stout 
cannot legally move to Franklin after 
the act was passed and become tbe 
Judge of the new dstrict. The suit 
was filed by James A. Scott against 
Governor McCreary» asking that ,he be 
enjoined from the 'apoOintlng of a 
I judge for this district on the grounds 
that tne act was oneonsittntional be- 1 
cause Franklin euoaty has not the re- 
quired popalatiOD*. 

Judge Marshall holds that the iStste | 
is>ntitled to one circuit judge district | 
for every 60,000 of popiilation. and 
therefore under the last census the 
L«gisature may create thiity-six dis- 1 
tricts but that the consiitution does not j 
say that_each district shall have 60,000 j 
population, ner is it in violation of 
Section 138 to create a district that i 
has less than 4U.000 ponulation, and 
that does not contain a city of more , 
than 20,000 nopulation ; that the Consti- i 
tution leaves it to the discretion of the I 
(ieneral Assembly in making new dis- 1 
tricts, provided the General Assembly j 
can nevei exceed the limit of one dis- ! 
trict for each 60,000 inhabitants ot the 
State. ' 

In the course of his opinion Judge i 
Marshall Bays: "In view of the f act j 
that tne FranlclinSCircuitSCourt ia the 
^scal court of the State and necessa- 
rily transacts a large volume of busi- j 
nesB from the SState-at-larg9 as well as I 
locally, a coart should not say the 
General Assembly has abused its die- j 
ctetion Iqr ereatlng a single * county 
into a district when it is evident that I 
in the opinioB of the General Assam- 1 
bly and because of the large territory 
from which bqsinesa is drawn a sepa- 
rate'district is neeessary. I am, there- 
fore' of the opinion that the act is nut 
in violation of the Constitution, and 
the demurrer to the pttitiOa it ais- 
tained. 

In passing on the right of Judge K. 
L. Stout to remove to this county and 
become tha judge of tne new district 
Judge Marshall, in t>art, says: 

"Judjje Stout holds a commission as 
Judi?e of the Fourteenth district, and 
in order to legally discharge the duties 
of judge of the new district he would 
have to be recomtnissioned by the Gov- 
ernor or there will be the unusual con- 
dition ct two circLiit judges holointj 
court in diirerent (listricts, each huiii 
ing a commission authorizing thern to 
hold court in the Fourteenth (iistrict.

Seal is Free to Veterans. 

Confederate Veterans who msy apply 
for pensions^onder the act of the last 
Legislature canaot ba require^ ito pay 
a fee for the makiag ^out of applica- 
tion papers, under an opinion given by 
Judge James Garaett. Attoraey tieaar- 
al. Judge Uarnett has received aa- 
merous letters from County Clerks 
asking if they may or shall charge a 
fee for placing the seal of the State 
on the application papers for veterans 
desiring pensions, the law allowing a 
fee of 50 cents each time the seal of 
the State is used. 

Judge Garrett gave it as his opin- 
ion tr.at un e - t^ e hw allcwirg pen- 
sions the clerks must make out the ap- 
plicstion papers for^the veterans and 
not charge a fee. The law says that 
no fee shall be charged the veterans 
who may apply for pensions. and 
Judge Garnett holds that this prohib- 
its the County Clerk from charging 
for the use of the seal of the State. 
Thousands cf veterans who are apply- 
ing or will apply for pensions will be 
relieved of the payment of these fees.
